Requirements of the Soviet 7 ne” tlostocir, was 
establishec sone timc ago in a large building near the ostoel: railvey 
station, The Center is headed by a forrer naval officer named Bolt (fru) 
and is directly responsible to the DOR ilinistry of Industry. 


The Center is responsible for equipping all shi;yards, heavy industries and 
mines and for drawing: up the vlans necessary to the execution of this assign~ 
nent, The Varnow shipyard, for example, was ordered on 10 Noveriber 1950 to 
report by 13 Novenber the amount of space and number of machines required 
during the rext five years. Upon receipt of this report, the Center promptly 
ordered the shinvard to retain no move than a sixty~day stock of rav materials 
on hand, AJl raw materials in the warchouses which are in excess of the yard‘s 
sixty-day requironents are to be sold y &ven though it may bo obvious that they 
Will be needed within three or four months. This regulation applies not only 
to raw materials stored in the warehouses but alse to neterials on order and 
scheduled for delivery within two or three months. ‘The stoc's affocted most 
by this order are materials imported frem the Vest which have been delivered 
in part or which are scheduled for delivery in the near future,
